Probably less th an one-h alf th e corn 
crop h as been planted, aud a consider­ 
able acreage, in th e aggregate, of th at 
planted before and during th e long 
spell with h eavy rains h aving been 
wash ed out, drowned or covered with 
mud will h ave to be replanted. 
Much corn ground h as not y et been 
plowed and much of th at wh ich was 
prepared early in th e season h as be­ 
come packed and so foul with weeds, 
and grass th at it

plowed again before being seeded. N ot­
